LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 147

Introduced by McDonald, 41;

PURPOSE: To study Nebraska liquor law pertaining to transportation

of liquor into the state. Neb. Rev. Stat. section 53-194.03 makes

it unlawful to transport more than nine liters of alcoholic liquor

per month into the state.

This study will consider the limitations of this statute

and whether exceptions are needed.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE

HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the General Affairs Committee of the Legislature

shall be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the

purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of

its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
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
